Word has been received that
Olin Barkdull is among those
listed as lost when his ship
was sunk on Sept. 7, 1944. The
sinking occurred off the shores
of Mindanas, in the Philippines.
The vessel was reported to
have had 750 prisoners of war
aboard when it was torpedoed.
Only a few were able to leave
the ship and some of them were
killed: byr enemy gunfire.

The Japanese government re-
ports all were lost, indicating
that no survivors are in the
hands of the government, Only
a small number managed to
reach shore,

Olin Barkdull was a native of
Torrance and lived here prac-
tically all his life up to the
time he enlisted in the army,
at the age of 18 years,

He has been awarded post-
humously the Order of the Pur-
